Defeription of the Prifon. 


This prifon is an entire new building, erected upon the plan of 
o the truly benevolent and celebrated Mr Howard, the fituation.is 
remarkably healthy, upon a rifing ground at a litile diftance fi 
the town, and within a few hundred yards froin the fhore at the 
entrance of the harbour, is inclofed by a boundary wall, and oc« 
cupies an area of more than three ftatute acres; It confifts of fix 
large detached buildings of three ftories high, 106 feet long by 28 
feet broad in the midde, and 47 feet wide at each end, in which 
the prifoners are lodged; and alarge building in the centre, which 
ds ufed as an —_ for the fick, and extremely well calculated 
for the purpofe, being divided into fuitable apartments, as wards, 
with rooms for the nurfes and other attendants, upon the fecond 

d third itofies, aid a complete difpenfary; and upon the ground 

oor of this central building are the offices for the agent and his 
‘afliftants, the ftore-room, or magazine of fheets, blankets, and 
‘bedding fer the ufe of the prifoners, and the kitchen belonging 
to the ‘bofpital. Befidgs thefe buildings, there isa large portal 
at the entrance, with rooms contiguous, which are appropiated for 
the guard.. 

Upon the Mayor and Magiftrates entering the prifon they were 
éondydied-by ir Forfter, the agent, and Dr Cochrane, who acts 
‘as furgeon to the Naval Hofpital and prifoners of war in Liver- 
pool, into the ground-floor of one of the detached buildings ap- 
propriated for the purpole of receiving, weighing, and delivering 
out the provifions, where they found the beef was brought in 
(not in necks and fhanks as the offal) but in quarters, frefh and 
good, from one of the oldeft and beft eftablifted butchers in the 
town of Liverpool, and who has for many years fupplied and ftill 
does fupply the tables of many of the beft families in the town 
and neighbourhood—and that the bread likewife was perfectly 
good afid found, welllookingand well tafted, of a quality {uperior 
to what is generally called houfchold bread. 

The Mayor and Magiftrates bad then the fatisfeétion, upon a

themfelves, feveral of whom were in this apartment at the time,

On Thurfday morning laft they difcoveréd this har- 
bour about eight o’clock, and the wind being E. S. E.

44 gun fhip into the harbour, that he had been fie- 
quently here, and that there was no occafion for a 
pilot as the wind was fair.”” Confiding in thefe affu- 
rances, Captain Barker went below, and-was for a 
time employed in arranging ~fome papers he withed to 
take on fhore with him. . The niafter in the thean time 
taking upon him the pilotage of the fhip, and placing 
great dependence on the judgment of a negro mau by 
the name of John Cafey bots had formerly belonged 
here), whom he had placed forward to con the fhip. 
About twelve o’clock the thip had approached fo 
near the Thrum Cap Shoals, that the mafter became 
alarmed, and fent for Mr Galving the mafter’s mate, 
who was fick below.

Mr Galvin, the mafter’s mate, after incredible diffi- 


culty, got into the main top—he was below when the 


fhip funk, directing the men at the chain-pump ; he was 
wafhed up the hatchway, thown into the watte, and 
from thence into the water, and his fect as he plunged 
ftruck a rock ; on afcending, he {wam to gain the main 
throwds, when he was fuddenly feized hold of by three 
men; he was now afraid he was loft; to difengage 
himfelf from them, he made a dive into the water, which 
induced them to quit their hold; on rifing again he 
fwam to the fhrouds, and arrived at the main-top, and 
feated himfelf on an arm-cheft, which was lafhed to the 
maft. From the obfervations of Mr Galvin from the 
main-top, and from Dunlap in the fore-top, if appears, 
that near one hundred perfons were for a confiderable 
time hanging to the fhrouds, the tops, and other parts 
of the wreck ; but from the extreme length of the night, 
and the feverity of the ftorm, nature became exhaulted, 
and they kept at all periods of the night dropping off, 
and difappearing. The cries and groans of the unhap- 
py fufferers,’ from the bruifes many of them had re- 
ceived,. ait as their hopes of deliverance began to fail

the wreck amounted to eight perfons, and feveral of 
them fo exhaulted, as to be indifferent whether they 
were taken off or not. 

Mr Galvin mentions, that about twelve o’clock the 
main-maft gave way ; at that time, he fuppofes there 
were, on the main-top, and on the throuds, upwards of 
40 perfans. By the fall of the malt, the whole were 
again plunged into the water, and cf that number only’ 
nine befides himfelf regained the top. The top refted 
upon the main yard, and the whole remained faft to 
the thip by fome of the rigging. “ Of ten perfons which 
regained the main-top four only were alive when the 
morning appeared ; ten were at that time alive on the 
fore-top, but three of them had got. fo exhaulted, and 
had begame fo unable to help themfelves, that before 
any rehef-cante they weie finally wafhed away; three 
others perifhed, and four only were alfo finally left alive 
in the fore-top. ‘I'he place where the fhip went down 
was only about three times ber length to the fouthward 
of the entrance into Herring Cove. «The people came 
down in the night to the point oppofite to where the 
thip funk, and kepé large fires, and were fo near as to 
converfe with the people on the wreck. The firft ex. 
ertion which was made for their relief, was by a boy of 
thirteen years old, from Herting Cove, who ventured 
of in a fmall {kif by himfelf, about eleven o’clock the 
next day; and this truly deferving young lad, with 
great exertions, and at extreme risk to himfelf, iventu- 
red to approach the wreck, and backed in his little 
boat fo near to’ the fore-top, as to take of two of the 
men, for the boat could not with fafety hold ary more ; 
and here a trait of generous magnanimity occurred, which 
deferves to be noticed. Dunlap and Munroe had, 
throughout this difaftrous night, providentially prefer- 
ved their ftrength amdfpirits: beyond their unfor- 
tunate compainons, and they had endeavoured to cheer 
and encourage them as they found their fpirits finking ; 
they were now both of them able to have {tepped into 
the boat, and put’an end to their own fufferings 3 but 
their other two companions, though alive, were unable 
to help themfelves ; they lay exhaulted on the top, with- 
ed not to be difturbed, and feemed defirous to perifh as 
they lay.—Thofe generous fellows hefitated not a mo- 
ment to remain themfelves on the wreck, and to faye 
though again{t their will, their unfortunate companions ;
